On November 27 Adam Dennis, the 


oldest passenger and freight agent on 
the Bedford division of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad, died at 
his home in 


Mann's Choice, of Bright's disease. 


Mr. Dennis was born at Lancaster on 


March 4,1844, and spent his boyhood 
r »ys on a farm with his parents. In 
] -id he enlisted as a private in the 79 tb 
Pennsylvania volunteers and was dis- 
charged from service in January, 1864 
He received a severe wound at the bal- 
tie of Perryville, Ky., and lost his left 
leg in the battle of Chickamanga. 


After returning from the army he 


entered the service of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad company in April, lbG4, as 
a telegraph operator at Bainbridge and 
was afterward transferred to Har- 
risburg and then to Jliddletown. Ic 
August, 1373, he was appDinted pas- 
senger and freight agent at Mann's 
Cho.ce. During his twenty-eightyears 
offailhful work at Mann's Choice hi' 
taught upwards of thirty young men 
telefc-aphy. Of this number we now 
have in mind W. H. Bower, assistant 
general manager of the West Virginia 
Central railroad; G. S. Mullin, yard 
dispatcher at Cumberland, Md.; Albert 
Smith, chief operator for the Postal 
Telegraph company at Pittsburg; the 
late Lyman Smith, of Pittsburg, who 
won prizes in several contests between 
the best op rators in the state. la ad 
dition to tee above he taught his seven 
children to be first-class operators, all 
of whom, with one exception, are hold- 
ing gocd positions, ilr. Dennis was a 
dyed-in-the-wool Republican and was 
chosen school director and member of 
the town council a number ol times 
He always took a firm stand for good 
schools and good streets. 
His never 


tiring efforts for the welfare of Mann's 
Choice were commendable. 


The deceased leaves to mourn their 


loss a wife and seven children—Mar- 
garet, ticket and freight agent at Fos 
silville; Anna and Christie, telegraph 
operators for the Western Union com- 
pany at Philadelphia; Elizabeth, wife 
of Superintendent R. G. Van Nawkirk, 
of the Elk Tanning company at Mann's 
Choice; Adrian, train dispatcher, and 
Emanuel, agent on the D M. & N. R.

in Washington on Monday for the 
work of the short session. The annu- 
al message of President McKinley was 
sent to senate and house. In the up- 
per branch, aside from the reading of 
the message and the administration of 
the oath of office to William B Dilling- 
ham, the new senator from Vermont, 
who succeeds the late Justin S Morrill, 
no business 
was transacted. 
The 


deaths of Senators Gear and Davis 
were announced and adjournment was 
taken as a mark of respect to their 
memory. 


In the house the deaths of the late 


Representatives Daly, of New Jersey, 
and Hoffecker, of Delaware, and Sena- 
tors Davis and Gear were announced, 
and the house ad jonrned until Tuesday 


IHE MESSAGE 


The president's message opens with 


a brief survey of the growing strength 
and increasing power for good of re- 
publican institutions and American 
liberty at the outgoing of the old and 
the incoming of the new century. The 
Chinese problem is made the dominant 
question in our foreign intercourse and 
an elaborate review is made of the 
details of military operations and dip- 
lomatic steps taken in the progress of 
the settlement up to the present time 
and which have been made known tp 
the public by official announcement's 
in the past 
The circular note to the 


powers of July S is cited and reaffirmed 
and the opinion is expressed that con- 
ditions give hope ol a complete settle, 
ment of all questions involved. 
The 


securement of an adequate guarantee 
for liberty of faith is put forward as 
one of the essential factors of a dura- 
ble adjustment, "since insecurity ol 
those natives who may embrace alien 
creeds is a scarcely 
less 
effectual 


assault upon the rights of foreign wor- 
ship and teaching than would be the 
direct invasion thereof." 


Touching upon the possible inability 


of China to pay a sufficient money in- 
demnity, the president says; 


"I am disposed to think that due 


compensation may be made in port by 
iBCreased guarantees of security for 
foreign rights and immunities and, 
most important of all, by the opening 
of China to the equal commerce of the 
world. 
These views have been and 


will be earnestly advocated by our rep- 
resentatives " 


In the event of protracted divergence 


of views in the negotiations, the pres- 
ident favorably inclines to Russia's 
suggestion that the matter of indemni- 
ties be relegated to the conrt of arbi- 
tration at The Hague. 


In touching upon the Paris exposi- 


tion, the message devotes a congratu- 
latory paragraph to the United States 
exhibits, in being not only the largest 
foreign display, but among the earlies* 
in place and best arranged and more 
completely covering the entire classi- 
fications than that of any other nation, 


revenue war taxes in the sum of 830,- 
000 000 
"The reduction should be 


secnred by the 
remission of those 


taxes which experience has shown to 
be the most burdensome to the in- 
dustries of the people." The inclu- 
sion in the reduction is specially urged 
of the legacy tax bequests for public 
uses of a literary, educational or 
charitable character. 


Immediate action is urged on meas- 


ures to promote American shipping 
and foreign trade and it is said "the 
remarkable growth of onr steel in- 
dustries, the progress of shipbuilding 
for the domestic trade and our steadily 
maintained expenditures for the navy 
have created an opportunity to place 
the United States In the first rank of 
commercial maritime powers." 


The president calls attention to the 


passage inJiis last annual message for 
early action to remedy such evils as 
might be found to 'exist in connection 
with combinations of capital organ- 
ized into trusts, and he repeats the 
language of the previous message, 
addine; "Restraint upon such com- 
binations as are injurious and which 
are within federal jurisdiction, should 
be promptly applied by the congress." 


The treatment of the Philippine ques- 


tion coBs'sts largely of a review of 
events and acts there during the past 
year, recalling the president's deter- 
mination to await the decision of the 
will of congress as to the establish" 
ment of a form of government. He re- 
ports favorable progress toward pacifi- 
calion aid the institution of local gov- 
ernment. 
Instructions to the com 


mission are embodied in full and the 
preliminary report, which has already 
been published, are cited as to the im- 
provements following the arrival of 
the commission in Manila. Later re- 
ports from the commission are said to 
show yet more encouraging advance to- 
ward good government in the' inter- 
est of humanity and with the aim of 
building up an enduring, self-support- 
ing and self-administering community. 
Legislation should be along these gen- 
erous lines, in the unselfish disehargr 
of an unsought trust, which the fortune 
of war has thrown upon the nation. 
Reiterating his designation of the Fil- 
ipinos as "the wards of the nation,'' 
the president says: "It is onr duty so 
to treat them that our flag may not be 
less beloved in the mountains oF Luzon 
and the fertile zones of Mindanao and 
Negros than it is at home; that there 
as here it shall be the revered symbol 
of liberty, enlightenment and progress 
in every avenue of development. 


"The Filipinos are a race quick to 


learn and to profit by knowledge. He 
would be rash who, with the teachings 
of contemporaneous history in view, 
would fix a limit to the degree of cul- 
ture and advancement yet within the 
reach of these people if our duty to- 
ward them be faithfully performed "

ordinary accident occurred on the B. 
& O R. B. at this place Monday eve- 
ning at seven o'clock. 


On the main track a west-bound 


freight train was standing and in 
front ol it were three of the large 
helping engines located here, all of 
which were waiting for the arrival of 
an east-bound freight which had or- 
ders to take Red Rock siding at the 
west end of town. About one mile 
above the side-track the engineer of 
the approaching train discovered that 
the air-brakes would not work and 
whistled "down brakes."

WASHINOTON, December 3 —The re- 


assembling of congress found the cap- 
ital full of ugly and sensational ru mors 
connected with the Isthmian canal 
question. 
Some of these rumors make 


charges entirely too serious to be re- 
peated without proof of their truthful- 
ness, as to what has been accomplished 
by the lobbyists employed by the Pana- 
ma Canal company, in their efforts to 
delay congressional action authorizing 
the constrnction 
of the Nicaragua 


canal. But there are some facts which 
speak for themselves. Some time ago 
it was announced in a 
semi-official 


manner that the report of the canal 
commission would be strongly in favor 
of the Nicaragua route; now it is al- 
lowed to become known that the re- 
port of the commission will not specify 
a preferable route but will give its 
estimates of the cost of the canal by 
the Nicaragua route and the cost of 
the completion of the Panama canal, 
together with the terms upon which 
this government can secure control of 
the latter, and leave congress to decide 
for itself. 
What brought about this 


change? 
That is the question that, 


the rumors deal with. The president 
of the Panama Canal company had a 
long conference with the secretary of 
state and, of course, everybody knows 
what the gentleman if in Washington 
for. 
Although the Nicaragua canal 


bill, which passed the house at the 
last session, was, by resolution of the 
senate, made a special 'order for Wed- 
nesday of this week, a programme has 
been arranged by which the ship sub- 
sidy bill will be used to side-track the 
canal bill, unless the programme if 
upset by a majority vote of the senate. 
The Panama Canal company has caused 
one great national scandal, which dis- 
graced eminent Frenchmen, and from 
present indications, it 
may cause 


another that will disgrace some prom- 
inent Americans. 


Nominally the two branches of con- 


gress met to-day and adjourned, with- 
out waiting to get Mr.MeKinley's mes- 
sage, as a mark of respect to the late 
Senators Davis and Gear and members 
of the house who have died since the 
last session,but in reality the adjourn- 
ment was for the purpose of giving the 
Republicans a little more time to rec- 
oncile their numerous differences and 
to get together on a legislative pro- 
gramme.

'•For myself, I am sorry that the

"I am now nearly 75 years old. Of 


what possible use could this capital be 
to me, outside of enough to protect my 
home and my household ? 
On the

to help are just at that period of life 
when a few thousand dollars will be 
the making of them. Now, of course, 
I am picking my beneficiaries and am 
giving no money to foolish youths or 
to reckless spenders. 
Give a child a 


razor and it will cut its throat; give a 
wild boy 81,000 and he'll get in the 
penitentiary; perhaps kill somebody. 


"While I am doing this I am looking 


up bargains in investments for them. 
I am a civil engineer and conveyancer 
and have read law considerably and 
when I got fairly out into the world I 
owed 820,000. Under these conditions, 
therefore, I have some idea of the 
world. So long, therefore, as I have 
my present excellent health and vig- 
orous constitution I am not to b? 
tripped up on a property deal or buti 
ness investment. 


"Many of the best men of our state 


have come to me recently in relation to 
my plan and 1 am free to say that 1 
discussed it with some strong minds be- 
fore putting it into practice. The other 
day when the state court was in ses- 
sion in Dover I saw some of the judges, 
one in particular,and they agreed with 
me that my plan was not only equitable 
and sensible, but if it became known 
might be a godsend to the inhabitants 
of our little state. 


"I have not been a miser, as some ac- 


cuse me, for we have traveled all over 
this country, in summer and winter, 
aid I have an acquaintance with some 
of the brst ministers and lawyers of 
our country whom I have met at sum 
mer and winter resorts."

Career of the Late United States Senator 


from Minnesota. 


Cushman Kellogg Dtvis, who died 


at his home in St. Paul, Minn., last 
week, was born in Henderson, Jeff rson 
county, N. Y., June 16, 18SS. In that 
year his parents moved to Waukesha, 
Wis., where his father farmed until 
1850. 
After attending the common 


schools young Davis spent three years 
in Carroll college, at Waukesha, p-e- 
paring himself for the University of 
Michigan, from which he graduattd in 
1857. After his graduation he entered 
the law office of Alex. W. EandaJ, 
afterward war governor of Wisconsin 


In I860 Mr. Davis began tbe practice 


of law and also took an active part in 
the campaign resuUing in the election 
of Lincoln. Two years later, war hav- 
ing come, lie closed his law office to 
enlist in the volunteer army. 
He 


served for two years in the Army of 
the Tennessee in Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Arkansas and Mississippi, part-of 
the time on staff duty. When in 1864 
broken health compelled his retire- 
ment, he was first lieutenant of Com- 
pany B, Twenty-eighth Wisconsin vol- 
unteer infantry, 


Going to St. Paul, he formed a law 


partnership with bis army chief, Gen. 
W. A. Gorman, ex-governor of Minne- 
sota territory. In 1368 he was elected 
to the state legislature and two years 
later was appointed United States dis- 
trict attorney, serving five years in 
that position. 


In 1S73, by a majority of one vote, he 


was nominated by tbe Republicans for 
governor and elected by a majority of 
5,469. The campaign issue was then 
new, being whether the state eould 
control the charges of railroads. Gov- 
ernor Davis asserted this right, and 
such legislation was enacted and en- 
forced during his term of office. Dur- 
ing a protracted senatorial contest, at 
that session Governor Davis was one 
of the candidates, but Chief Justice 
McMillan was finally elected 
It was 


at this time that tbe great grasshopper 
plague devastated southwestern Min- 
nesota, and Governor Davis raised over 
$100,000 in money, besides supplies, for 
the victims of the plague. 


Governor Davis declined a renomina- 


tion and resumed the practice of law. 
In 188-1 he headed the Blaine delega- 
tion to Chicago, where he made one of 
the nominating speeches for that can- 
didate. 


During 1886 many of the state news- 


papers advocated 
his election 
as 


United States senator, and when the 
legislature of 1887 met Senator Mc- 
Millan witbd: 
re-election, and Mr. Davis received 
every vote. 


Senator Davis' first chairmanship in 


the senate was of the committee on 
pensions, whioh he held throughout 
his first term. He was the author of 
the pension law of 1890, which termin- 
ated the demands for excessive pen- 
sion legislation and also satisfied the 
old soldiers. As a member of tbe 
committee on territories Senator Davis 
led the fight for the admission of the 
Dakotas to statehood, making his first 
speech in the senate on that subject. 
As a student and an authority on in- 
ternational law Senator Davis furnish- 
ed briefs to President Harrison and 
Secretary 
of State Blaine on the 


Chilean dispute and tbe Bering sea 
controversy. 


In 1893 the Republican legislative 


caucus voted in favor of the re-election 
of Senator Davis, but before tbe legis- 
lature voted on the senatorship vari- 
ous influences intervened and he was 
finally elected by a majority of one. 
although the Republicans had a ma- 
jority of 17 on joint ballot. At the 
beginning of his second term Senator 
Davis was placed on the committeee 
on foreign relations and when Senator 
Sherman was transferred to the cabi 
net of President McKinley Senator 
Davis was placed at tbe head of that 
important committee. 


In 1895-6 many friends of the senator 


pressed his name for the presidential 
nomination, but before the state con- 
vention to name delegates met he 
withdrew, and McKinley delegates 
were sent from Minnesota.

Davis' position as chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee of the senate

Artillerymen Were Once RcKfirdcd 


aa MechanicM, Not SolQierM. 


Until the time of Charles XII of Swe 


den the artillery was not considered a 
part of the army. The men serving in 
it were not soldiers, but regarded as 
mechanics. The olticers had uo armj 
rank. Charles XII gave artillery offi- 
cers a rank and regularly organized tbt 
artillery into companies. The battle ol 
Pavla demonstrated the superiority ol 
tbe gun in the bauds of the Spanish 
Infantry. 
The musket carried a two 


ounce ball aud sometimes brought 
down at one fire two or three mailec 
knights. 
The French seut a flag ol 


truce to remonstrate agaiust the use ol 
such barbarous weapons. 


Alexander had four kinds of cavalry— 


the cataphraiti, or heavy armed horse 
the light cavalry, carrying spears ami 
very light armor; the acrobullstee, or 
mounted archers, used fo'' outposts, pa- 
trols and reconuoitering duty, aud the 
dlfflachoe, or troops expected to act ei- 
ther as cavalry or infantry. Alexander 
the Great reorganized his father's ar 
my. The file or lac-bos of 10 men was 
the unit; two files made a dilochy 
two dilochles made a tetrarchy; two 
tetrarchies a texiarchy; two of these a 
syntagura; 10 of these a small phalanx 
(our of these a tetra-phalaugarchy, oth- 
erwise kuown as a large phalanx. 


The Greeks attacked in a phalanx, 


the spears interlocked anil shields over 
lapping. After the IIrat ouset the spears 
were dropped, aud the day was decid 
ed with the sword. The cavalry at 
tacked the enemy in the rear, if possi 
ble. and, in case of victory, undertook 
the pursuit—Pearson's Weekly.

ever met. 
It was there he first en- 


countered a number of wealthy Ger- 
mans and unfolded to them the won- 
drous possibilities of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad. For years this giant un- 
dertaking had dragged its slow length 
along and was a standing warning to 
capital of 
shipwreck 
and danger. 


Henry Viltard had been 
over the 


ground, but he was poor and had no 
money to invest, and it is there that 
that magnetic power 
he possessed 


.stood by him in his time of need. He 
had sufficient mental ^orce to impress 
•those stolid German financiers and at 
a cost of over 850,000 he fitted up ft 
splendid railroad train and carried a 
party over the whole length of tbe 
road without a dollar's expense to the 
visitors and landed them back in New 
York. 


Mr. Villard's hypnotic power came 


to his aid and sustained him through 
the years of bitter trial and sore dis- 
appointment which followed. 
His life 


•was a revelation and in all of his rela- 
tions with life he listened to the 
promptings of a generous heart that 
knew no guile and rested secure on 
the promise, direct from A'mighty 
Gjd Himself: 
''Heaven and earth 


shall pass away, but my word shall not 
pass away." 


In one year from the time that he 


hardly knew where to turn for a din- 
ner he was the prime factor in an 
enterprise in which many millions of 
rdollars had been invested, the ex- 
•penditnre of which was controlled as 
his judgment should direct—wealth 
flowed in upon him, a mighty flood, 
and so fast that he hardly knew what 
to do with it. Had he been a gambler, 
the question would have been one of 
easy solution, but Henry Villard was 
no gambler. 
Notwithstanding 
the 


immense financial operations in which 
be was engaged ia floating the stock 
and bonds of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, he had that about him that 
his friends and backers never for a 
moment lost faith in bis integrity and 
spotless honor. 


After a brief period of moderate 


success, the minds of some of the men 
who had invested their capital in the 
Northern P-icifie railroad began to 
Vva»er 
They saw a long period ahead 


daring which there would be millions 
11 spend and for which they could 
h^pe for no immediate return. 
So 


gradually they began to hedge. When 
th • bWy lookei darkest Mr. Villard's 
confidence remained unshaken, for he 
sa » through the rifled storm clouds 
a golden future for tbis grand com- 
me>-cial link along the king's highway 
that led his road rg'it into the heart 
of the promised land. 


A panic struck the stock market and 


the Northern Pacific was one of the 
first to go by the board. 
Henry 


Villard tried to b-eist the tempest, 
•which was sweeping everything be- 
fore it to hopeless ruin, but all in 
vain, and the man who rose that morn- 
ing bel'eviog himself to be a million- 
aire laid down upon his bed that 


them to a mad-house, but Henry Villard 
was made of sterner stuff. He went 
right back to Frankfort-on-the-Main; 
he there met men who had helped 
him before, and in less than a year he 
was once more rich and successful.

His funny skits wrrc 
hardly worthy of the name of plays, 
yet they answered all the purposes of 
a good play—that is, they were money- 
makers and they served to beguile the 
tedium of many a sorrowful hour and 
lift a load of care from many a weary 
brain.

"Every continued gambler in the 


world has spent more or less time try- 
Ing to figure out some system to beat 
the game." said a well known northern 
sporting man. 
"The commonest and 


most plausible scheme is the one known 
as 'progression.' It is simply a dou- 
bling of bets until a winning occurs, 
and theoretically it is perfect, but the 
trouble is that all gambling games 
have a limit, and the doubling process 
increases a wager with such enormous 
rapidity that it is apt to get over the 
stipulated amount before the winning 
takes place. 


"I was at Monte Carlo last spring," 


continued tbe speaker, "and was sur- 
prised at the number of touts who in- 
fested 
the 
srounils 
peddling 'sure 


thing" systems to break the bank. The 
ludicrous part of it was that most of 
the peddlers were seedy and poverty 
stricken In appearance, yet they pur- 
ported to sell secrets which would In- 
fallibly enrich any purchaser. 1 asked 
one fellow why be didn't try his sys- 
tem himself and buy a new hat, and 
he replied very glibly that he was 
'working for a syndicate' and under 
bonds not to play. 


"Nearly all of these systems are 


based on progression and would be Im- 
possible in high play owing to the ca- 
sino limit. Nevertheless 1 saw a num- 
ber of small progression players at the 
tables and was told that they have 
been a fixture there for many years. 
They were nearly all borrible looking, 
bloodless old women, who began with 
the smallest possible wager and quit 
when they won 20 francs, or less than 
$4. A house official informed me that 
they were tolerated about the place on 
account of age and infirmity and that 
their daily winnings were regarded in 
the light of a pension. 


"In the days of open gambling In 


New Orleans 1 remember there used 
to be several broken down sports who 
were said to make a living off the 
games by 'progression playing.' I have 
my doubts about it however. The 
best system and tbe only system that 
will beat faro and roulette is to stay

Pew persons are aware that Eng- 


land's parliament has its own special 
prisons within its own precincts which 
are intended particularly for its own 
members and persons who violate Its 
own dignity, rules and customs. Of 
course these prisons seldom are used 
now, but they have been in the past, 
and not so very long ago, and may be 
again. 
The house of commons has 


one set and the house of lords another. 


The commons prison is a little way 


up in the Clock Tower. ^ Here are two 
sets of prisons, intended only for the 
accommodation of one prisoner each, 
one set being a little higher up in the 
tower than the other. Each set con- 
sists of a sitting room and two bed- 
rooms, the former being a nice, com- 
fortable room about three by five 
yards, with a neat carpet and chairs 
good enough for anybody. The extra 
bedroom is not intended for the pris- 
oner or for any friends whom he might 
desire to put up tor the night, but Is 
the sleeping .ipartment of the official 
who looks after him during his Incar- 
ceration. 
This man is usually the su- 


pervisor of badge messengers, and, be- 
sides looking after his man, he is alsx> 
his servant for the time being, and 
waits upon him just like any other. 
He never nerd worry himself much 
upon the question of the possibilities ot 
the prisouer's escape, for the sergeant 
at-arms is responsible, and Inasmuch 
as the ouly way of getting to aud from 
the prisou is by way of this sergeant's 
house aud through it. the risk of such 
a thing ever happening is practically 
prohibitive. 


While he is there the prisoner really 


has a good time. No restrictions as to 
hours are placed upou him, and he may 
rouse himself from his slumbers jnst 
when he feels most inclined and return 
to them ID tlse same way. 
Practically 


the only thing he cannot do is to walk 
about outside just as he pleases, but he 
is permitted to take an hour and a 
half's exercise each morning and an 
hour in the afternoon on the terrace 
of the house, and the terrace, broad 
and long aud with its splendid outlook 
upon the river, is by no means a bad 
place to take exercise. If he were left 
entirely unguarded, the prisoner might 
dive into the river and swim away, or, 
what would be simpler, hail a passing 
boat. So, just for precaution's sake, a 
couple 
of 
officers 
accompany 
him 


while he takes these breaths of fresh 
air. 


He goes on Sunday to the church In 


Vincent square, and on these occasions 
also he has a couple of innocent looking 
attendants. 


Moreover, there is no question of so 


many ounces of bread and meat, but If 
he has the money to pay for it he may 
feed himself upon the choicest viauds 
that the most cultured palate could 
suggest. The house of commons has a 
first class restaurant, where the hungry 
M. P. may dine as well as he could any- 
where in London. Bach day the dishes 
which the kitchen has prepared are 
Indicated on a menu which is brought 
up to the prisoner, and he ticks off any- 
thing for which be feels a fancy, and 
It is brought to him. The only draw- 
back from bin point of view is that tlie 
bill is presented to him just as it would 
be anywhere else, aud in the event of 
his rufuslu? to pay up he would eventu- 
ally be served with a court summons. 


Among- the occupants of the Clock 


Tower toaTe been the late 
ChfUles 


Bradlnngh., who found himself con- 
signed thlthfi- on account of a little 
difference with Mr. Speaker on the 
subject 
of the parliamentary oath. 


When Northampton returned Mr. Brad- 
laugh to parliament, he w,is not allow- 
ed to take the oath nor the substituted 
process known as affirmation. 
Mr. 


Bradlaugh, however, secured a New 
Testament and took a self administer- 
ed oath, after which he proceeded to 
the next slep of signing the roll. 
He 


refused to withdraw when the speaker 
requested him to do so, and conse- 
quently 
the 
sergeant-at-arms 
took 


charge of him, aud to the Clock Tower 
prison he went. 


When the erection of the Tower 


bridge wns being considered, a state- 
ment was made that the Tower bridge 
bill committee was subject to bribery 
and corruption—a serious charge. Two 
men responsible for it were prouounced 
to have committed a breach of privi- 
lege, for the house Is very sensitive 
upon such matters, and thi> speaker is- 
sued a summons for their appearance. 
One of them, Mr. Ward, gave himself 
up without delay, and be got seven 
days in the Clock Tower prison. The 
other offender, after a little delay, was 
captured and was for a brief period 
housed at Newgate. 


The first M. P. imprisoned in the 


present bouse of commons was W. 
Smith O'Brien. 
One day in 1840 be 


committed contempt of the house by 
declining to sit upon a certain commit- 
tee. Consequently he was sent to pris- 
on during tbe few weeks that the com- 
mittee deliberated. This time, how- 
ever, he was not sent to the Clock 
Tower prisou. which was not finished, 
but did his durance In the cellar of the 
house.

HotT It Came to Be Tneaday After 


Flrat MoniluT In November. 


The designation of the day for bold- 


Ing the presidential election Is left to 
congress. The first act passed by it re- 
lating to that subject was In 1792. It 
provided 
that 
presidential 
electors 


should be appointed "within 34 days 
before the first Wednesday in Decem- 
ber." 
This left each state free to select 


a day to suit itself witbin those limits. 
Pennsylvania chose electors on the last 
Friday In October. Other states elect- 
ed theirs on different days between tbe 
beginning and middle of November. 


When Harrison was elected ID 1840, 


the Democrats asserted that bis suc- 
cess was due partly to fraudulent vot-

alter the oivil war the cadets, always 
on the alert for some new scheme for 
amusement, decided" that they would 
like to have a billiard table aud ac- 
cordingly organized a billiard club.

The members oC the club used to gath- 
er there nt all hours of the day aud 
night, when their presence was not re- 
quired elsewhere by their duties, aud 
sit around smoking, drinking and tell- 
ing stories while two of thi-m played 
billiards. 


The authorities sooa became uware

Instant- 
ly the thought of the billiard table 
flashed through the minds of the two 
officers, and they started quietly after 
the cadets. On reaching the basemeni 
doorway of the sixth division the two 
cadets entered, and the officers, arriv- 
ing a moment later, saw them climb 
over a pile of coal and enter an open 
door, through which came sounds of 
laughter aud conversation aud 
the 


clicking of balls, whilo the air was la- 
den with fragrant tobacco smoke. 


The officers paused for a moment 


and held a whispered consultation. 
Finally deciding that they would tell 
the other officers of their discovery and 
have all of them come doxru the fol- 
lowing uighl and enjoy the fun of a 
raid on the club, they withdrew and 
went home. Next day all the officers 
at the post were Informed of tile dis 
covery, and it was arranged that the 
raid should occur at midnight. 


All might have gone well, aud the 


officers might have had their little fun. 
had it not been that there were three 
cadets the previous uight instead of 
two. The third had forgollen his pipe 
and bad gone back for it. while the 
other two went on and were discover- 
ed by the officers. 
The third, coming 


along a moment later, saw the officers 
and quietly followed them, observing 
all their movements and listening to 
their whispered conversation. 


When they withdrew, he went iu and 


told the members of the club all he had 
heard aud seen. 
The cadels 'at once 


realized that it was all up with the 
club, but they determined to have a 
laugh at the expense of the olficers. 
Accordingly 
all arrangements 
wen 


made before tbe club adjourned thai 
night 


The next night the ollicers met as ar- 


ranged and crept stealthily down the 
areaway and into the sixth division 
Hearing DO sound of clicking balls, 
some became skeptical and concluded 
the whole thing was a hoax, bill never 
theless they pushed on am! climbed 
over the pile of coal. 
Opening tin- 


door, they were greeled with a glow of 
light, but still no sound. Ou enleiing 
they found 
the room deserted, liul 


there were the billiard table, an almost 
untouched keg of beer, several pouuds 
of tobacco, some chairs aud lastly a 
note on the table, addressed 10 the offl 
cers on duty ai West i'omt. The note 
was to the effect that as the ollk-ers of 
the post had been so kind MS to permit 
the club to continue its existence I'oi 
more than a yi-ai il desired to prewin 
to them (the ottieersl the table and all 
its appurtenances, as i\ \v;is dccnu-d 
expedient to wind up Ibe club's affairs 
The note was signed "The IDxecntive 
Committee."

In 
the first place, it has no eye: in the 
second, it is like a skewer, pointed at 
•one end and thick at the oilier. 


The thread is not of cotton, but is 


made of the sinews of various animals, 
the best being made from the sinews 
in the neck of a giraffe. 
It is stiff. | 


Inelastic, with 
n great tendency lo I 


"kiuk" and tangle itself up with any- 
thing near It. Before being used it is 
steeped in hot water until it is quite 
soft and is then beaten between two 
smooth stones, which causes it to sep- 
arate into filaments, which can thus be 
-obtained of any length and thickness. 
Thus the seamstress has a considera- 
ble amount of labor before she com- 
meuces with the real work in hand. 


Finally she squats on the ground 


-(for no native stands to work or do 
anything else who can possibly help 
ttfaud. taking her needle, bores two 
holes iu the edges of the rug or gar 
ment ou which she is working. 
The 


thread is then pushed through with 
tbe butt of the needle, drawn tight, 
and two more holes are made with 
a like result, the skewer progressing 
very slowly, but fast enough Cor a 
country where time is of no value 
whatever. 


The skin upou n-hich the seamstress 


is .working is damped with water be- 
fore she commences, and as the damp 
thrcau and hide dry out they bring the 
work very closely together.

to S25,460,665,are $183,245 more than the 
estimates for 1901,and $24,710,851 more 
than the appropriations for the presen' 
fiscal pear, This increase is accounted 
for by the fact that an aggregate sum 
of $20 000,000 is inc'uded in the pres- 
ent estimates for the river and harbor 
work, exclusive of continuing contract 
work, for which no appropriation w 
made for the current fiscal year, and 
by an increase of 58,380,000 in the esti 
mate for gun and mortar batteries,anc 
an increase of $2,355 398 in the estimate 
for armament of fortifications.
